Two big factors attributed to the 
•econd world war aggravated the 
problem 
in building 
America’s 
schools large enough to meet the 
demands made upon them. 
That was the belief expressed 
today by City Schools Superin­ 
tendent George Hartman, w h o 
has already warned that the re­ 
lief afforded here by the cur­ 
rent school building program can 
only last for a certain stretch 
into the future. Circleville, like 
almost every other American 
community, he declared, is still 
feeling—and will continue to feel 


—a “squeeze" that became ap­ 
parent shortly after the second 
world conflict. 
School building programs had 
been slowed or halted altogether 
under the wartime pressures, he 
recalled, and have been unable 
since that time to catch up with 
the growing needs. The other side 
of the “squeeze", he pointed out, 
has been the sharp rise in the birth 
rate since that same period. 
Hartman agreed that the pinch 
on America’s school facilities had 
probably been in the making for 
many years prior to the second 


world war. But the war, and the 
conditions it brought, put the prob­ 
lem in a serious class, he said. 
* 
* 
* 
MEANWHILE, after almost a 
decade of struggle, the warborn 
school problem continues to worry 
most communities, including Cir­ 
cleville. 
In some areas there has been 
improvement. 
In 
o t h e r areas 
crises impend. Here is this year’s 
outlook: 
Faster than facilities can be 
built or teachers trained, prospec­ 
tive pupils arrive — in fact a new 


baby i6 born every eight second*. 
That is the nub of the school prob­ 
lem. This school year the added 
load on the elementary schools 
will be 1,200,000 over last year’s 
enrollment. 
In many parts of the country 
instruction will be on a make-do 
basis. Close to one million grade 
schoolers will get only half-day 
educations. Most of the others 
will sit in crowded schoolrooms— 
nearly two out of three in classes 
larger than the desirable size, 
which is 30 pupils. About 35,000 
school houses are still antiquat- 


New teachers going into grade 
schools, while generally well train­ 
ed, are hardly numerous enough to 
replace those who quit teaching 
last year. Only a few thousand ex­ 
tras are available to handle the 
new pupils and to replace tempor­ 
ary teachers. 
To get more teachers, more col­ 
lege graduates with teaching de­ 
grees must be induced into t h e 
schools. Only 79 percent of trained 
elementary teachers and 56 per­ 
cent of trained high school teach­ 
ers now actually take teaching 


jobs. Another approach is to coax I 
former teachers to come back to 
the classrooms. 
* 
• 
* 
ALTHOUGH 60,000 new school- 
roooms have been added, the coun­ 
try needs more than this number 
each year for at least the next five 
years, or the “gain" will be quick-, 
ly wiped out. 
High schools will feel the first 
pressures of heavy enrollments 
this year, when 250,000 additional 
students register. Spectacular in­ 
creases in enrollments will come 
in another two or three years. But 


Trained high school teachers grad­ 
uating from college this year are 
41 percent fewer than in 1950. 
The weak spot in instruction is 
science. About h a l f the high 
schools provide little or no instruc­ 
tion in chemistry, physics and ad­ 
vanced mathematics. High schools 
badly need 6,000 additional science 
teachers right now, but only 2,000 
new ones are available for t h i s 
year. 
This means no good for the na­ 
tion’s future. Without high school 
preparation, students will not be 


in the fields of chemistry, electron­ 
ics and atomic energy. 
Colleges have a few yeara be­ 
fore the rush hits. This fall's en­ 
rollment will be 2,591,000, ar 
113,000 over last year's. About a 
third will be girls, bent tm de­ 
gree or husband. 
The main need for curing our 
school problem is money. For ev­ 
ery new pupil in public school, tax­ 
payers must shell out an average 
of $250.62 for current expenses and 
1 $80.52 for buildings, books, etc.

WASHINGTON (^ -T h e use of 
the Fifth Amendment to protect 
others raises a simple question of 
personal courage. 
Does a man have the right — 
when asked by an authorized con­ 
gressional 
committee 
about 
his 
past or present Communist affili­ 
ations, if any — to refuse to an­ 
swer under the protection of the 
Fifth Amendment? 
Yes, if he has reason to fear 
what he says might lead to jail 
for him later. No, if he has no 
reason to fear imprisonment him­ 
self and his only reason for not 
answering 
is 
to 
protect others 
from jail or embarrassment. 
When a man invokes the Fifth 
Amendment for his own protection, 
it does not necessarily mean he 
is guilty of any crime. But it does 
raise a question about his inno­ 
cence. 
Under 
the Constitution's 
Fifth 
Amendment no one can be com­ 
pelled to say anything which might 
somehow 
incriminate 
him. 
So, 
when he pleads the amendment 
before a congressional committee, 
he cannot be forced to answer. 
If for any reason he did not wish 
to answer and simply said so — 
without invoking a constitutional 
protection — he could be pited for 
contempt of Congress and, if tried 
and convicted, be sent to jail. 
But, since it is not a crime in 
this country to be a Communist, 
how can a man say anything which 
eventually might land him in jail? 
This is an example: 
Under the 
Smith 
Act, passed 
in 1940. it is a crime to conspire 
to teach the forceful overthrow of 
the government. It doesn’t make it 
a crime to be a Communist but 
batches of top and second-string 
Communist leaders have been tried

and convicted under the conspiracy 
charge. Others may be. 
But isn’t it a fact that nothing 
a man says in answer to a com ­ 
mittee’s questions — such as ad­ 
mitting membership in the Com­ 
munist party — can ever be used 
against him later in a court trial? 
Yes. 
While a m an’s exact words be­ 
fore a committee can never be 
quoted against him in a trial later, 
his words may give the govern-

ment leads to other information on 
which he could be prosecuted. 
It is for this reason that a man 
—- asked if he is or was a Com­ 
munist — can escape answering 
by 
ducking 
behind 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment. The protection of this 
amendm ent against self-incrimina­ 
tion 
extends 
only 
to 
questions 
asked of an individual about him­ 
self. 
He cannot legally employe it to 
protect someone else: For exam ­ 
ple, to protect others who might 
have been in the Communist party 
with him but have long since left 
it and perhaps now despise it and 
regret their former membership. 
But it would be hard to prove such 
a motive if the man refused to an­ 
swer. 
An 
individual 
who 
uses 
the 


amendment only to protect others 
may flatter himself he -is a good 
sam aritan or a courageous man. 
Actually, it is deceitful, since it is 
wrongful use of the amendment in 
a way that can’t be proved. 
It can hardly be considered good 
citizenship since the committee, 
established by all the people to 
protect all the people’s interests, 
has a right to ask questions. 
The real act of courage for a 
witness who 
wanted 
to 
protect 
others would be not to hide behind 
the 
amendment’s 
protection 
for 
himself in refusing to answer, but 
instead to say he would answer no 
questions. Period. 
If he did that he could be cited 
for 
contempt 
of 
Congress 
and 
probably jailed. In that way at 


least he would be willing to pay 
a price for what he considered 
courage. There is no danger be­ 
hind the Fifth Amendment.

Present* Use Of Credit

NEW YORK i#> — Much of the 
worry today about the growing 
habit of living off the cuff may 
rise from judging present customs 
by pre-war standards.

When one series of 
payments is finished, a new one 
is begun. 
As a result, totals of consumer 
credit and of home mortgages are 
at all time highs. Most bankers 
and finance company officials feel 
they are going to stay that way—, 
and 
without 
necessarily hurting 
the econome at all. 
A, 
For 
one 
thing, 
times 
have 
^changed. The standard of living 


is much Jhigher. 
Many monthly 
payments 
now 
merely 
replace 
other items in the old-fashioned 
budget. For example, where their 
parents paid out a weekly sum 
to the servants, today’s young folk 
put up payments on the many 
houseold 
appliances 
that 
have 
taken 
the 
vanishing 
servants’ 
places. 
- 
And finally, there has been the 
^rem arkable upgrading of incomes 
in recent years, especially in the 
lower and middle income brackets 
where so much of today’s instal­ 
ment credit is concentrated. Most 
bankers contend that more persons 
than 
ever 
have 
incomes 
large 
enough to back the debt they have 
taken on, so that only a small 
minority are in financial hot water. 
Just about everything from au­ 
tom o biles to stocks can be bought 
‘ on time these days. Open - end 
mortgages enable a family to stay 
in debt practically forever, as the 
morgage is reduced by payments, 
it can be enlarged to its former 
size to cover the building of more 
rooms or modernization. 
But between 7 and IO million 
families in this country are re­ 
ported to be strictly cash buyers 
who refuse on principle to buy on 
^credit. And more than half of the 
nation’s families are free of in­ 
stallment debt, although some may 
still owe on their homes. 
Of the 43 per cent of families 
repaying installment loans, almost 
three-fourths report payments are 
less than one fifth of their incomes 
after taxes.

When the latest session of the 
state legislature passed a bill to 
make certain fundamental sub­ 
jects compulsory, it was pointed 
out that the subjects had already 
been on the “ regular” list in this 
district for a long time.

BASELESS FEARS 
WHENEVER the chiefs of the S o v i e t 
Union and the United States get to talking 
moderately, as if they meant to compro- 
m ise their differences, Western European 
peoples and resistance leaders of satellites 
trapped behind the iron curtain have their 
least freedom from fear. 
Their fear is that the two overwhelming 
powers of the world will fix international 
policies with the authority of strength. 
Along that line Britain, France, West Ger­ 
m any and Italy would become lesser world 
powers. Germany’s unification as a free 
nation might be deferred indefinitely. 
And satellite peoples who hope to regain 
their independents would suffer a crushing 
blow. They would be frozen into the com ­ 
m unist orbit without any encouragement 
toward freedom. 
If there is anything at all to those fears, 
the only country that can help to overcome 
them is the United States. A m e r i c a n 
spokesm en have never said anything to in­ 
dicate they have yielded on ultimate free­ 
dom for all peoples. If, wearied by cold 
war, we make agreem ents with Moscow 
confirming Soviet despotism over m a n y 
peoples, it will go against all that has been 
said. 


HO FOR THE HEAVENS 
THAT ROCKET satellite which the Unit­ 
ed States will launch som etim e in the fu­ 
ture will be of basketball size weighing IOO 
pounds. Rocket propulsion will be in two 
stages. The first rocket mechanism w i l l 
shoot the satellite straight up 50 or 60 
m iles and drop off. A second rocket m ech­ 
anism will then shoot the satellite straight 
ahead at a hoped-for speed of 18,000 m iles 
an hour. 
Overcoming gravity, it will then cruise 
freely around the earth in one and a half 
hours and keep going. After days or weeks 
atm ospheric resistance will slow its speed 
to the point where gravity takes hold and 
it will descend in a slow spiral. 
If this experiment succeeds an attempt 
will be made to launch a satellite carrying 
one or more human beings, then a perma­ 
nent satellite platform and finally a space 
ship bound for the moon or more distant 
points. The problems are im m ense and 
m ay not be solved for m any years. 


IMPACT ON BUSINESS 
HURRICANES such as Connie, in addi­ 
tion to dam age and loss of life that may 
follow in its wake, have a serious impact on 
business activities.

It is only too usual for Americans to ac­ 
cept the doctrine that they do not know as 
much as Europeans. Knowledge is individ­ 
ual, not collective, and it is quite impos­ 
sible to say that Englishmen generally 
know more about colonialism than Ameri­ 
cans or Indians generally. An expert on 
this subject could well be a Swiss or a 
Finn. Actually, on this particular subject, 
there are no experts. 
E. T. Weir, who manufactures steel but 
likes to dabble in statesmanship, wrote in 
a pamphlet: 
“. . .Because for centuries 
European 
Countries have been so heavily dependent 
on foreign trade and have had colonial in­ 
terests, the people of Europe have a great 
er knowledge of world conditions and are 
much more sensitive to them than is the 
case in the United States. I have a profound 
respect for the opinions of my European 
friends because I have found their analyses 
of situations borne out to a remarkable ex­ 
tent.” 
These friends are obviously m ostly Brit­ 
ish, and if it is true that they know so 
much, why is it that, first, they got them­ 
selves into such a cramped position in the 
world since 1912; secondly, why have they 
lost their great Empire; thirdly, why have 
they become dependent upon the United 
States; fourthly, why are they cringing be­ 
fore the Russian bear? 
Somewhere along the line, between 1912 
and today, their great knowledge and know­ 
how in international relations failed them. 
As early as 1917, they misunderstood the 
Russian Revolution; as early as 1925, they 
mistunderstood the Chinese Revolution; 
they failed to understand the situation in 
Iran and were rescued by Herbert Hoover, 
Jr., an American. 
Actually, Great Britain’s difficulty is 
that the daring thinkers of policy of the pe­ 
riod of empire-building, from Elizabeth I 
to Edward VII inclusive, have not b e e n 
matched since Sir Edward Grey sent his 
country into World War I, which it is dif­ 
ficult not to accept as an error of judg­ 
ment from the present vantage point. To­ 
day we know-that every effort should have 
been made to localize the Balkan quarrel 
and the assassination of the Archduke at 
Sarajevo. 
Up to that time, Great Britain managed 
the balance of power in Europe with acu­ 
men, brilliance and success. Once Great 
Britain went to war, the balance was tipped 
and Europe fell into a chaos from which 
it has not yet recovered. It is true that Sir 
Anthony Eden has been attempting to re­ 
store Great Britain’s role as the manipula­ 
tor of the balance of power and it w as un­ 
doubtedly his hope to be able to achieve 
that role at Geneva. 
But he failed, first, because the United 
States is not interested in the balance of 
power in Europe but seeks peace in the 
world, and secondly, because Soviet Rus­ 
sia prefers India to be elevated in interna­ 
tional relations, even to the position of 
Great Britain. 
Professor Hans J. Morgenthau m a k e s 
this point concerning the “b a l a n c e of 
power” : 
“The balancer is in a position of ‘splen­ 
did isolation.’ It is isolated by its own 
choice; for, while the two scales of the bal­ 
ance must vie with each other to add its 
weight to theirs in order to gain the over­ 
weight necessary for success, it must re­ 
fuse to enter into permanent ties with eith­ 
er side. . .”

A President has many things 
—power, prestige, a standard of 
living few millionaires could af­ 
ford. But he’s denied one thing 
any Joe Doakes can achieve— 
privacy. 
He’s guarded night and day by 
perhaps the 
most 
determined 
and devoted crew of men in the 
world, the U. S. Secret Service. 
His doings are reported by pro­ 
bably the most curious and ob­

anywhere, 
the 
White House press corps. 
Anything 
a 
President says, 
even the most offhand remark, 
is noted, analyzed, interpreted. 
Any tailor feels qualified to pass 
judgment on a President’s ward­ 
robe. Any housewife feels free 
to criticize his wife’s hair-do. 
Herbert Hoover used to say a 
President can 
be 
by himself 
only on two occasions -- when 
fishing and when praying. Even 
that isn’t quite true any more. 
President Eisenhower often has 
a gallery when he fishes, and 
crowds form to watch him go to 
church. 
bu it’* no wondar all recent 


presidents have fled from the 
White House at every opportun­ 
ity. Ike’s out in Colorado now, 
looking for a little peace. Harry 
Truman used to hole up in Key 
West, where 
people 
couldn’t 
stare at him as if (to use his 
own phrase for it) he were a 
two-headed 
calf. 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt spent more time at 
Hyde Park than in Washington 
during the latter days of his ten­ 
ure. 
It s inevitable that Americans 
should gloat over their President 
for the simple reason 
that 
a 
President fills several roles, all 
of them starring ones: 
He is, first and foremost, head 
of the executive branch of the 
government—with duties such as 
a prime minister performs rn 
most countries. 
He likewise is chief of state— 
in effect, an 
uncrowned 
king 
with all manner of ceremonial 
duties ranging from the enter­ 
tainment of visiting foreign dig­ 
nitaries to buying the year’s first 
buddy poppy, or launching the 
Washington Senators on another 
sad season. 
Then, too, 
the 
President 
is 
head of his political party—and 
that’s a job he must fill ade­ 
quately if he’s going to be an 
effective chief executive. 
Add to these a few other little 


chores, such as being command­ 
er-in-chief of the armed forces, 
and you wonder why any man 
ever wants to be President even 
though the pay is good ($100,000 
a year and an expense account) 
and you get your picture on a 
postage 
stamp 
after 
you’re 
dead. 
Thomas E. Dewey, who tried 
as hard as anybody ever has to 
get the job, was asked near the 
end of the 1948 campaign why 
any rational person would seek 
the burdens and tribulations of 
the presidency. The then gover­ 
nor of New York scratched his 
head and, finally, gave a rueful 
little laugh. 
“ I don’t know,” he confessed. 
Still, there never has been any 
shortage of applicants for the 
job. Where is there a public of­ 
ficial, village alderman or U. S. 
senator, who hasn’t, in the sec­ 
ret recesses of his heart, nurtur­ 
ed a wild hope that some day 
lightning might strike and blast 
him into the ranks of Washing­ 
ton, Jefferson and Lincoln?

Only the 
33 men who have held the presi­ 
dency of the United States could 
tell them how great the price 
really is.

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Council Cautious, Delays Action 
On Proposed City Building Code 


Holding its last regular August 
meeting Tuesday night, city coun­ 
cil was congenial 
but 
cautious, 
with the result that the lawmakers 
took a good bit of time in dispos­ 
ing of a relatively small amount 
of business. 
Members of the municipal le­ 
gislature at times seemed to feel 
that the full story was not being 
told by all the cards on the ta­ 
ble. And other times they were 
hesitant to take legislative short­ 
cuts for fear of a 
legal kick- 
back. Consequently, no final de­ 
cision was taken on any of the 
more important proposals. 
Action was withheld on a pro­ 
posed building code for Circleville, 
a request to thaw 
out 
parking 
spaces in one section of the down­ 
town area, and a measure that 
would nail down a working 
ar­ 
rangement for the parking meter 
man. (See stories 
elsewhere 
in 
this issue) 
Council 
did, 
however, 
finally 
grant City Safety Director Mil­ 
ler Fissell considerable authority 
in having traffic “ signs and sign­ 
als” painted or set up where he 
feels they are needed. 
* * * 
FISSELL explained he asked for 
the ordinance merely to eliminate 
“a lot of paper work and ordin­ 
ances”, and also to cut down a 
good deal 
of expense. 
General 
idea of the measure was to give 
the safety head a blanket author­ 
ity in the placing of stop signs, 
painting “no parking” curbs, safe­ 
ty zones and the like. 
It would seem better to grant 
the authority in one action, Fissell 
pointed out, rather than have to 
come before council 
each 
time 
some small permission is required. 
Council was extremely cautious 
toward the 
proposal, 
apparently 
because it was feared the author­ 
ity might be abused sometime be­ 
yond the immediate future. Even 
though he finally 
voted 
for it, 
Councilman Ray Cook said: 
“I’m 
voting for 
this 
thing 
against my better judgment. We 
may live to see the day we’ll re­ 
gret it.” 
Council toned down the original 
measure 
considerably, 
removing 
traffic lights and parking meters 
from the blanket authority. 
For 
those, a request still has to be 
sent to council. Even with the re­ 
visions, Councilman 
Boyd 
Horn 
refused to support the 
measure, 
but it passed without his backing. 
Fissell, in explaining need for 
the ordinance, reminded the law­ 
makers that many traffic mark­ 
ings will soon be needed where 
they had never been before—in the 
city’s new North Annex.

Obviously, Great Britain is in 
that position of splendid isolation. 
It is definitely allied to one side 
of the equation, namely, to 
the 
United States. It is not only allied 
but it remains economically and 
militarily dependent. As long as 
Great Britain remains in that po­ 
sition, it cannot play the addi­ 
tional role of the “balancer” in 
world affairs. If Khrushchev and 
Bulganin were as cruel to Eden 
at Geneva as Roosevelt was 
to 
Churchill at Yalta, it was because 
Great Britain had lost the key po­ 
sition in the balance of power 
which it had held for about three 
centuries. 
To return to the 
question 
of 
who knows what, there is no evi­ 
dence that Europeans 
generally 
and the British are better inform­ 
ed than we are at this particular 
moment in world history. Nor is 
there 
any 
evidence 
that 
their 
guesses are better than ours. 
What the present situation does 
display is the appearance of M ar­ 
xian morals in the world, totally 
different from 
Christian morals, 


and because of that violence of 
difference, 
understanding 
comes 
very slowly and without much sat­ 
isfaction to either side. The world 
does not stand in balance, but its 
distortions are temporarily frozen.

^ o v e r the possible resignation of 
Charles A. Dambach as chief of 
the Ohio wildlife division and ap­ 
pointment of a successor. 
Dambach has indicated he would 
quit to head a newly-formed con­ 
servation foundation if Ohio State 
University trustees looked his way. 
Trustees may decide at their 
Labor Day weekend meeting in 
Put-in Bay on a man to head the 
^.foundation 
charged with 
coordi- 
nating the university’s conserva­ 
tion curriculum. 
Officials consider Dambach will 
qualified to accept the new post or 
to remain as state wildlife chief. 
He came to his state job June 16, 
1950, on leave as associate profes­ 
sor of zoology at OSU. 
Dambach is generally creditied 
with bringing about liberalized fish­ 
ing regulations, longer hunting sea- 
^ so n s and creation of public hunting 
areas 
and 
lakes. 
He 
also has 
evolved fish and game studies, 
some of them controversial. But 
his friends assert it is heard to 
please all of Ohio’s 700,000 hunters 
and million or more fishermen. 
Listed in a publication of the 
Outdoor Writers of Ohio, headed 
by Burt Brickner of Tiffin, 
as 


prospects to succeed Dambach in 
“the thankless 24 hours a day 
job,” were:
